ent emergency it is the solemn duty of every 
patriot to stand fast by the National Execu 
tive, who has proved himself to be worthy of 
public confidence, by his unwavering and un- 
compromising fidelity to thre Constitution and 
the laws. It is not the time now to discuss 
his errors of judgment. We cannot doubt the 
sineerity of his heart, and on that we must 
be content to rely.

‘To this end let the great conserya- 
tive element of the country rally as one man 
t his support, and by a series of spontaneous 
and overwhelming public demonstrations, 
express to him their approval of his course, 
their confidence in his integrity, and their 
intention to stand by him in every necessary 
effort to restore the lost liberties of the coun- 
try. In this attitude, and in no other, is there 
hope for national deliverance, Act cautiously, 
but be at all times ready to act promptly. 
It is, indeed, a strange spectacle to see Presi- 
dent JOHNSON charged with the commission 
of great crimes, when he has been begging 
for the restoration of the States to their 
proper relations with the Government, ever 
since he became the Executive, and has 
solemnly protested against, and persistently 
opposed, all the measures of delay instituted 
by Congress, Whose determination seems to 
have been from the start to utterly destroy 
the South, and finally leave it a prey to 
negroes. Had the Radical party been 
prompted by a desire to speedily restore 
the Union, and bring the country back 
to a condition, of peace, eoncord and 
prosperity, the way was perfectly plain. 
They had nothing to do baut to open 
the doors of Congress, mit the represen- 
tatives from all the States, and leave each 
State to regulate its own domestic concerns, 
as it has the undoubted right to do under the 
American Constitution. The whole responsi- 
bility for the unfortunate condition of the 
country rests upon the shoulders of the Radi- 
cal party. Instead of restoring the Union, as 
they should have done long ago, they have 
staked the prosperity of the country and the 
very existence of the Government on the 
success of their party. They appear to have 
resolved from the beginning that unless they 
could perpetuate their rule, there should be 
no union, no peace, no prosperity. Had 
the wise and patriotic counsels of 
President JoHNSON prevailed, the Southern 
States would long since have been restored to 
the Union; peace and friendship would now 
prevail throughout the entire extent of this 
broad land; and the people, instead of being 
grievously taxed to support a large standing 
army and negro bureaus, would be in a pros- 
perous condition. It is admitted that Mr. 
JoHNSON has but endeavored to carry out 
the policy marked out by his predecessor, 
Mr. LIN coLN. He has been consistent in 
the advocacy of measures which, three 
years ago, received the indorsement of 
the Radicals themselves. Whatever his faults 
may be he cannot be accused of treachery in 
this respect. His crime against the Radicals 
consists in the faet that he would not fore- 
swear himself and approve measures he knew 
to be contrary to the Constitution. For his 
opposition to the destructive measures of the 
Radicals he deserves to be honored, and, if 
he be adjudged guilty by malignant partisans 
he will be acquitted by the people.
